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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-17 and 20-26 are pending. Applicant cancelled claims 18 and 19 via the 
Applicant's Amendment received January 13, 2003. 

2. Applicant's REMARKS have been reviewed. The rejections from Paper No. 6, mailed 
August 8, 2002 are withdrawn as a result thereof. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3 Claims 1-17 and 20-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lupien et al., US 5,689,652. Lupien discloses real-time, e.g. col. 11, lines 48-54, trading of deals 
between buyers and sellers for a plurality of buy/sell combinations, col. 9, lines 3-50, where a 
plurality of deals are matched by ordering and buying criteria, e.g. price, quantity, col. 12, lines 
45-67. To provide/view Lupien as a business methodology and executed over the Internet via a 
plurality of computers for Lupien would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
Doing such would use common knowledge technology in order to match buy/sell criteria over 
computer networks. Providing a common knowledge server and computer system to execute 
such a buyer/seller interaction for Lupien would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art. Doing such would use well known computer technology to execute deals between buyers 
and sellers of goods to effectuate the efficient execution of commerce. 
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4. A further reference of interest: 

Lutnick et al., US 2002/0169703, discloses a real-time buyer/seller interaction.
